Helen Matthewson Laughlin, dean
of women at the University of
California at Los Angeles.

The price of higher education for
the modern co-ed was Set by Mrs.
Laughlin after an exhaustive study
of living costs among feminine stu-
dents at U. C. L. A. to determine
what they spend, how they spend
it, and why.

The study disclosed, according
to Mrs. Laughlin, that, given $750
a year and a real desire for knowl-
edge, the modern girl can make her
way through university without be-
ing forced to sacrifice too many of
life's comforts, though «she may
find the financial problem rather
troublesome at times.

Also the study revealed that the
oft-expressed criticism of college
students as “shallow-minded” and
out “solely for a good time” is not
at all borne out by the facts.

In the latter case, however, the girl
wa w Lntne]y self-supporting.

ble in the matter of cloth-
amusements.

A hnod number of the girls re-
ported $400 a year as a minimum
requirement to clothe themselves,
even when some of their apparel
was made by their mothers. Others
reported their clothing require-.|
ments as. necessitating expendi-
tures ranging from $176 down to
$100 a year.

Still others went lowm but these
made their own clothing. The low-
est in the list was one girl who
reported that she spent $30 a year
for clothing, or $15 each school
semester, but was well dressed,
nevertheless.

In the matter of amusements the
range was just as great. This
ranged all the way from $24 a
month, the highest sum reported
by any girl for entertainment, to
$1 a month, the lowest amount
spent by any co-ed for this pur-
pose.

On an average, however, the total|
of expenditures by all co-eds for
all purposes averaged close to $750
for the school year, Mrs. Laughlin
said.
